barm. She is immune, theugh in everybreath she takes she draws in aDd
exhales a cloud of dreadful bacilli.
The case will probably find its wap intothe courts if the friends and relativesof the woman attempt to rescue
her, which would develop a new phase
of the medico-jurisprudence. Home of
the families in which the woman
cooked are already victims of typhoid.
It is certain that every step of this
most remarkable case will be followed
with in teuee interest by the public at
large.
